Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the Applicants believe that branching is a critical feature of the 
instant invention. Zhang discloses a phophite compound containing a methyl group at the ortho position. This is the 
closest prior art, thus the Examiner believes that the Applicants should compare the instant invention to Zhang in 
particular compound L88 on page 17. The comparative examples in Applicants specification do not contain diarylene 
groups. Instead they contain alkylene groups at the position, which is equivalent to A1 of the Applicants formula (I) 
phosphite compound. Thus the Applicants have not made a comparison with the closest prior art . 
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
